Their 
course can then be followed to determine the location 
and nature of the trouble. Isotopes are also becoming 
increasingly important in actually treating ailments.

ISOTOPES are being used in similar fashion by indus­ 
try and agriculture to analyze material*, measure

control processes, and to help answer nnnteries of how 
plants absorb nourishment from the noil and how it 
affects their growth and health.
THE PEOPLE OP UNION CAREIDE operate, under 
Government contract, the Oak Ridge National Labors- 
lor\. the Nation's chief source of radioisolopes. as \\ell 
as the huge atomic materials plant* at Oak Hi«lsro ;uul 
Paducah.
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
